RICHMOND. Va 
<AP' - The 
general budget bill calling for 
more than 80 million dollars in 
additional revenue went winging 
through 
the 
Virginia 
House 
Wednesday by a vote of 71 to 28. 
Objections raised to general fund 
spending recommendations of IO 
million above those proposed orig­ 
inally by Gov. J Lindsay Almond 
Jr were based solely on the fact 


that provision has not > et been 
made for the new revenue. 
But leaders of the House budget 
brigade — a large bloc committed 
to the bill and to finding the 
wherewithal to meet its terms— 
said 67 million worth of revenue- 
getting measures were in sight. 
“ It’s up to us to roll up our 
sleeves and find the extra 13 mil­ 
lion dollars.’’ said Del. Toy D 
Savage of Norfolk a moment be­ 


fore the House passed the bill. 
Less than two hours later the 
House passed, by a 70 to 28 vote, 
one of the big revenue getters that 
Savage said was in sight — a 3 
cents per pack tax on cigarets 
and a proportionate tax on cigars 
The budget bill now goes to the 
Senate where the Finance Com­ 
mittee already has signaled its in­ 
tention of trying to slim it down 
substantially.

Two- Year Terms: 
Xhange Needed? 


In the fleeting period between election 
campaigns members of the House of Representa­ 
tives sometimes complain their two-year term 
breeds insecurity and discourages statesman- 
sh^ . Whether this is an argument for or against 
the two-year term is debatable, no matter how 
much one may sympathize with Representatives 
condemned to run non-stop. 
Rep. Gordon Canfield of New J ersey, who 
has run and won bienally for nearly two clecades 
and is now retiring, plans a crusade for doubling 
the term of office in the House. In this he joins 
a company which includes the President and 
the Ford Foundation. 
“ There is no reason why so many members 
have to think in terms of re-election almost 
every day and almost every night,” Mr. Canfield 
protests. “ There is no reason w'hy they cannot 
enjoy periodic recesses and think a little bit 
more about the things they have to do in 
committee and on the floor.” 
Certainly a Representative’s frequent re­ 
turn to the electorate subjects him to day-today 
pressures which would be eased by a longer 
term. Few elected officials are more sensitive 
than he k) the folk back home and it is small 
wonder that he feels harried. 
All this, though, is precisely what the found­ 
ing fathers intended. Deliberation was assigned 
to the Senate. The House of Representatives 
was meant to be the pulse-taker of the electorate. 
It is understandable that a President would 
prefer a House that served a concurrent four- 
year term — if his own party controlled the 
House. But it was the intent of the architects 
of the Constitution to give the electorate a 
check-rein on the Administration and an oppor­ 
tunity to alter course in the middle of a Presi­ 
dential term. This check-rein has been invoked 
many times, and the Republic still stands. 
For the harassed Congressman, his personal 
solution is to g et elected Senator.

Vice Presidents 


The Republican Party could lose the Presidential 
election from lack of interest. 
With one candidate, 
Vice President Richard Nixon, 
in the offing, the 
convention could not be too exciting. The only contest 
can he over the Vice Presidency and no one appears 
In he very anxious about that. Richard Nixon is very 
young and by the law of averages, He is likely to live 
^'throug h tw'o terms. So there is sm â îî prospect for a 
I v’ice President except to preside over the Senate and 
occasionally capture a newspaper notice by som e such 
quip as that what the United States needs is a nickel 
cig ar—a very famous aphorism that threw them in 
the aisles in yesteryear. 
The Democrats are full of candidates and as som e­ 
body said, they mostly look like Vice Presidents. 
• 
At present, the Democrat in the lead is, of 
course, Senator J ohn Kennedy of M assachusetts. 
He runs hard, not giving way to anybody or any­ 
thing. 
There Is a delightful brashness about 
Kennedy, as there is about the entire Kennedy 
elan. The only issue that really artects his chances 
seriously is that he is by religion 
a Roman 
Catholic. 


It 
is 
astonishing what antagonism 
to 
Roman 
Catholicism exists in this country. The enormous mail 
I have received on this subject cannot be disregarded, 
much of it sounding like what a Nazi might have 
written about a ,Iew in Hitler’s time. Those who write 
insist that Catholics are secondary citizen.s by choice, 
that is, that by being members of their own church, 
they have become so subservient to the Pope that 
they cannot be trusted to be loyal to the United Stales. 
But, what about the Catholics who g ave their lives 
for 'this country in every war since the Revolutionary 
War*» 
The anti-Catholic argument is as unfortunate as 
the segregation of J ews in certain Summer resorts, as 
though their presence weakened the rays of the sun. 
It is a little late for the United States to reject talent 
because it is lodged in the wrong kind of body. 
The next man. after Kennedy, among the Demo­ 
crats IS Senator Lyndon J ohruson, the Majority Leader 
in the Senate. 
J ohnson is a man of extraordinary 
capacity for leadership. 
He is instinctively political with a profound sense 
of responsibility for the national good. J ohnson would 
make a very sound candidate. 
Senator Stuart Sjinington is undoubtedly anticipat­ 
ing the possibility of a deadlock between Kennedy 
and J ohnson. 
His entire campaign is designed to 
aim at 
a deadlock 
In a national convention, a 
deadlock candidate often makes deals for 
vote on 
the third or fourth ballot. 
The other candidates are running lor Vice Presi­ 
dent. It is customary for each candidate to say that 
he w'ill under no circum stances take the second place. 
But after the balloting is over and the Presidential 
candidate is nominated, the others are willing to 
.sacrifice them selves for the country by accepting the 
second place. 


The campaign itself is of advantage. 
For 
instance, Senator Hubert Humphrey is an intelli­ 
gent, educated Senator. However, he has not had 
a national reputation. 
His present campaign to 
be 
the Democratic candidate for President is 
giving him a national platform and a national 
reputation. 
Nominated 
for 
President 
or Vice 
President or not at all, Humphrey wiH be a more 
Important irersonalify than heretofore. No matter 
which Democrat is nominated, Humphrey will play 
a role during the campaign. 


The contest among these candidates and others 
who would be Vice President 
in the Democratic 
^ arty is stimulating a keener interest in the doings 
of that party than in anything that is happening in 
» he Republican Party, 
President Eisenhower cannot 
run for President again but the course of events is 
arranging itself so that he takes the center of the stag e 
all the time and he keeps that center. Vice President 
Nixon cannot do anything about that, but his problem, 
as the candidate of his party, is to project himself 
before the public as a figure suitable to lead the 
country 
A captive of his office, he cannot compete 
with his President. 
\Miile Kennedy chases about the 
country and J ohnson leads in the Senate, Nixon has 
to maintain a dignified remoteness from immediate 
seizure of the front pages. 
But that is politics in a free country where a 
Presidential election g ives the people an opportunity 
t i pick and choose, to praise and denounce, to select 
the right or the wrong man.

WASHINGTON - The Soviet 
Union’s complicity in the anti- 
Semitic .demonstrations recently 
in 
various 
countries, 
including 
West Germany, has long been sus­ 
pected. but it remained for Dr. 
Bela Fabian, chairman 
of 
the 
Federation of Hungarian Former 
Political Prisoners, to reveal what 
has been suppressed, namely the 
background of the conspiracy. 
It develops that 
for 
several 
months prior 
to 
the 
swastika 
painting on .synagogues m West 
Germany, the Soviet Union was 
carrying on an anti-Semitic cam ­ 
paign but the news was not al­ 
lowed to get out. 
Dr. Fabian, writing in “ U. S. 
News & World Report,” tells of 
these occurrences: 
“ In Baranovichi. Bendery, Kis­ 
hinev, Kiev, Minsk. Voronezh and 
Wilna, J ewish cem eteries were 
desecrated 
and 
memorials 
de­ 
faced. No punitive actions were 
taken against the perpetrators, 
which also shows that they were 
inspired or encouraged by the 
authorities.” 
Dr. Fabian says that in the 
last six months of 1959 a large 
number of synagogues in various 
parts of the Soviet Union were 
closed down. He names 20 dif­ 
ferent cities, and declares that 
there now are only 60 synagogues 
functioning in the entire Soviet 
Union. He states that in Moscow, 
where there are 600.000 J ews, 
only one synagogue is permitted 
to remain open. The windows m 
this church building were broken 
on New Year's Eve and further 
damage done a few days later. 
Dr. Fabian adds; 
“ Discrimination 
against J ew s 
in the Soviet Union may be seen 
by the following facts: 
“ 1. Each Soviet Citizen has to 
have an internal passport that 
serves as a certificate of identity 
within the country. Ordinary So­ 
viet Citizens have only the place 
of their birth 
marked 
on the 
cards, while those of the J ews 
are marked by the word ‘E vrei’ 
—jew.

PAYOLA HEARINGS - The 
congressional 
investigation 
into

Payola is an old Broadway show 
business word, but it’s been taken 
over by the TV-radio business and 
has now become universally ac­ 
cepted as meaning a kind of un­ 
earned, under-the-table payment 
to someone who is selling som e­ 
thing he doesn't own — namely 
time on the air. 
As the hearings progress, other 
picturesque words creep into the 
record. “ Exposure” was a term 
long used by insurance and other

Two-Year Terms: 
•Change Needed? 


In the fleeting period 
between election 
campaigns members of the House of Representa­ 
tives sometimes complain their two-year term 
breeds insecurity and discourages statesman­ 
ship. Whether this is an argument for or against 
the two-year term is debatable, no matter how 
much one may sympathize with Representatives 
condemned to run non-stop. 
Rep. Gordon Canfield of New Jersey, who 
has run and won bienally for nearly two decades 
and is now retiring, plans a crusade for doubling 
the term of office in the House. In this he joins 
a company which includes the President and 
the Ford Foundation. 
“There is no reason why so many members 
have to think in terms of re-election almost 
every day and almost every night.*’ Mr. Canfield 
protests. “There is no reason why they cannot 
enjoy periodic recesses and think a little bit 
more about the things they have to do in 
committee and on the floor.” 
Certainly a Representative’s frequent re­ 
turn to the electorate subjects him to dav-today 
pressures which would be eased bv a longer 
term. Few elected officials are more sensitive 
than he $o the folk back home and it is small 
wonder that he feels harried. 
All this, though, is precisely what the found­ 
ing fathers intended. Deliberation was assigned 
to the Senate. The House of Representatives 
was meant to be the pulse-taker of the electorate. 
It is understandable that a President would 
prefer a House that served a concurrent four- 
year term-— if his own party controlled the 
House. But it was the intent of the architects 
of the Constitution to give the electorate a 
check-rein on the Administration and an oppor­ 
tunity to alter course in the middle of a Presi­ 
dential term. This check rein has been invoked 
many times, and the Republic still stands. 
For the harassed Congressman, his personal 
solution is to get elected Senator.

The contest among these candidates and others 
who would

) arty is stim ulating a keener interest in the doings 
of that party than in anything that is happening in 
the Republican Party. 
President Eisenhower cannot 
run for President again but the course of events is 
arranging itself so that he takes the center of the stage 
ail the tim e and he keeps that center 
Vice President 
Nixon cannot do anything about that, but his problem

Background Of The Red Anti-Semitic Campaign 


WASHINGTON - The Soviet 
Union's complicity in the anti- 
Semitic .demonstrations recently 
in 
various 
countries, 
including 
West Germany, has long been sus­ 
pected 
but it remained for Dr. 
Bela Fabian, chairm an 
of 
the 
Federation of Hungarian Form er 
Political Prisoners, to reveal what 
has been suppressed namely the 
background of the conspiracy. 
It develops that 
for 
several 
months prior 
to 
the 
swastika 
painting on synagogues in West 
Germany, the Soviet Union was 
carrying on an anti-Semitic ca m ­ 
paign but the news was not al­ 
lowed to get out. 
Dr. Fabian, writing in “ U. S. 
News & World Report,” tells of 
these occurrences: 


“ In Baranovichi, Bendery. Kis­ 
hinev. Kiev. Minsk. Voionezh and 
Wilna. Jewish cemeteries were 
desecrated 
and 
memorials 
de­ 
faced 
No punitive actions were 
taken against the perpetrators, 
which also shows that they were 
inspired or encouraged by the 
authorities.” 
Dr. Fabian says that in the 
last six months of 1959 a large 
number of synagogues in various 
parts of the Soviet Union were 
closed down. He names 20 dif­ 
ferent cities, and declares that 
there now are only OO synagogues 
functioning in the entire Soviet 
Union He states that in Moscow, 
where there are OOO OOO Jews. 
only one synagogue ijs permitted 
to remain open The windows in 
this church building were broken 
on New Year s Eve and further 
dam age done a few days later. 
Dr. Fabian adds: 
“ Discrimination 
against 
Jews 
in the Soviet Union may be seen 
by the following facts: 
“ I. Each Soviet Citizen has to 
have an internal passport that 
serves as a certificate of identity 
within the country.
